1.  The  Universalists  in  attacking  and  opposing 
tlie  doctrines  of  Clirisliiinity  wliicli  distinguish  most 
lof  the  Christian  Protestant  churches  from  them, 
■appear,  so  far  as  I  enn  learn,  to  make  use  of  argu- 
linents,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  rules  of  criticism, 
[and  modes  of  interpretation  for  evidence,  similar, 
|if  not  corre.sponding  precisely,  to  those  employed 
[by  tiie  infidel  in  assailing  the  whole  system  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  This  rumplaint  against  the  Universalisu 
[has  been  niiidc  to  me  by  every  intelligent  person 
,wilh  wl'iom  1  have  conversed  on  the  subject  since  I 
[came  to  this  country.  I  have  also  conversed  with 
[some  professed  infidels,  who  have  also,  candidly, 
'as  I  hud  every  reason  to  suppose,  told  me  that  they 
Iliad  found  that  the  Universalists,  when  their  system 
and  argument.s  were  carried  out,  would  uniformly 
I'lgrce  with  most  of  the  infidel  parly. _  I  have  been 
[extremely  sorry  to  learn  that  this  was  so,  but  such 
'has  certainly  been  the  uniform  testimony  of  all  with 
whom  I  have  conversed.  1  have  often  said,  that,  if 
this  were  the  case,  the  Universalists  of  this  coun¬ 
try  must  differ  essentially  from  the  Universalists  of 
New-England.

3.  There  seems  to  be  evidence  of  a  deeply  eon- 
trived  plan,  accompanied  by  unremitting  exertions 
to  overthrow  those  institutions  which  distinguish  us 
as  a  Christian  nation,  and  to  introduce  principles 
similar,  in  some  respect  at  least,  to  those  which  pre- 
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vailed  in  France  during  certain  periods  of  the  revo¬ 
lution.  In  this  matter  the  Universnlists  and  infi¬ 
dels  seem  to  form  .1  coalition. 

Now,  I  do  not  say  that  uny  of  the  above  charges 
are  true — 1  do  not  spcr  ify  tliem  witli  a  design  to 
prove  them — hut  I  state  them  ns  things  which  1  have 
had  reas<»n  to  believe  :  and  which  are  to  me  signs 
of  an  alarming  amalgamation  between  the  Univer¬ 
snlists  and  infidels.  These  are  the  facts  to  which 
1  alluded  \vhen  1  mentionerl  the  Universnlists  in 
connexion  with  inftdelity.  I  have  feared  that  the 
infiuence  of  the  Universnlists  was, or  would  be,  in  the 
way  aliove  described,  thrown  in  (iivor  of  infidelity, 
and  thus  they,  while  assailing  the  doctrines  of  those 
Cliristian  chiirch*-s  whom  lltey  oppose,  were  indeed 
f^uinic/or  tlie  party,  whose  object  is,  not  to  depemi 
<111  any  definite  system  of  doctrine  or  religion,  hut 
io  be  always  on  the  otVeiisive,  making  an  indiscri- 
aiinalo  attack  on  all  who  oppose  them,  by  any  and 
•very  means  in  their  power. 

Be  assured,  Sir,  that  I  shall  be  pleased  at  all 
limes  lo  receive  a  distinct  avowal  of  your  sentiments 
nnd  measures,  and  that,  on  my  part,  1  will  not  shrink 
from  avowing  nnd  delemling  any  doctrine  whicli  1 
may  receive  as  Gospel  truth.  I  would  much  rather 
iivleixl  my  own  doctrine  than  attack  otliers.

It  will  be  recollected  that  when  the  liberal  portion 
of  community  were  called  npon  for  funds  to  csia- 
filish  the  above  Institution,  it  was  to  have  a  farm  ap¬ 
pended  to  it,  so  that  the  students  might  devote  a 
portion  of  their  time  to  manual  labor,  by  wiiieh 
they  would  at  once  preserve  their  health  and  defray 
a  large  portion  of  their  expenses  :  so  that  the  sons 
of  the  poor  as  well  as  those  of  the  rich  might  par¬ 
ticipate  its  blessings. 

The  thought  of  such  an  Institution— free  from 
sectarianism  and  priestly  domination,  and  one  to 
which  the  indigent  might  have  access  as  well  as  tho 
affluent,  pouring  nut  its  scientific  bounties  on  all. 
j  without  respect  to  wealth  or  poverty — the  thought. 

1 1  say.  of  such  an  Institution  must  be  animating  to 
Ithe  heart  of  every  philanthropist. 

I  I  contributed  all  that  my  narrow  circumstances 
I  would  justify.  For  I  have  not  forgotten  the  feelings 
[of  my  youthful  heart,  when  (more  than  twenty  years 
lago)  I  climlred  up  Clinton  Academy  hill  in  quest  of 
Iscience;  but  to  my  sorrow  soon  found  that  both 
I  wealth  and  Orthodoxy  were  necessary  to  my  mak- 
|ing  a  comforUible  tarry  in  that  place.  So  as  I  had 
: neither.  I  soon  took  my  leave,  but  not  without  cast¬ 
ling  many  a  “longing,  lingering  look  behind”  for 
that  learning  tvhich  I  sought,  but  could  not  gain. 

But  to  return  to  the  new  Institution — the  build¬ 
ings  have  been  erected  and  the  school  commenced  : 
hut  no farm,  no  labor  connected  with  it.  The  chil-
